MENLO PARK TAKES ANOTHER STEP FORWARD 


BY CONSIDERING THE APPOINTMENT 
OF A CITY MANAGER. 


The city council of Menlo Park, in special meeting Tues- 


day night, discussed fully the need for a City Manager. 


The 


subject was brought up at this particular time following the 
loss of Max Mielke, superintendent of streets. 

Salary for a competent manager to put the city’s business 
on a “business basis’’ would be no more, and possibly less, 
than the amount now being paid for building inspection and 


street and park supervision. 


Thus a change from a “City 


Council”’ form of city government to a “City Manager” form 
of city government would not cost Menlo Park any extra ex- 


pense. 


Three years ago a little more than 300 American cities 
were functioning under the City Manager form of govern- 
ment. Today more than 700 of our cities are using this 
system. The advantages are so great that it is perfectly 
natural our city council should wish to make this progressive 
change. 

A city manager is hired by and works under the city coun- 
cil. At any time the work of such an employee is unsatis- 
factory his services can be terminated; the position is not a 
civil service one. One holding this position can give his full 
time to the needs of the city, whereas councilmen (who serve 
gratis and have full time jobs of their own) can only devote a 
portion of their energies to even the most urgent civic matters. 

A city manager for Menlo Park will need to be a civil 
engineer, who can handle much of the engineering work now 
hired by the council—a step that should amount to consider- 
able saving. Such a manager would coordinate the business

of the city’s various departments and would be a “head” to 
which these departments would turn, which is one means of 
avoiding possible friction between city offices. 

The size of a city seems to have little to do with the bene- 
fits resulting from City Manager form of city government, as 
has been successfully established by municipalities ranging 


from a few hundred inhabitants to those running into the 
millions. 


The acquiring of the Dibble property (if appraised valua- 
tions make this step advisable) would be one more reason for 
changing to the City Manager form of government now, since 
the additional responsibilities would call for careful supervision. 

The RECORDER heartily approves the unanimous opinion 
of the Menlo Park City Council that the appointment of a City 
Manager would be a valuable move at this time when Menlo 
Park is so rapidly shaping itself to conform to the wheels of

Persistent effort to persuade the 


Park was pledged by the Menlo Park 
City Council at its meeting follow- 
ing the death of Max Mielke, city 
building inspector. 

Mielke died in Palo Alto Hospital 
last week, shortly after his car was 
struck by a train at Glenwood ave- 
nue. 

Councilman Vernon Barker per- 
sonally took on the duty of con- 
tacting and re-contacting the train 
company. He said he would make 
his protest “strong” and would “stay 
with it” until something is done. 

“Tll take it up with them once a 
week,” he asserted. 

Barker bitterly forecast: “I can 
guarantee one or more accidents at 
Ravenswood avenue before the year 
is over. Signals are not sufficient. 
I never have been satisfied with 
anything less than crossing gates 
and I never will be. 

“The community is half on one 
side of the tracks, half on the other, 
and it has a right to have safe 
crossings. 

“Max’s death was an irreplaceable 

loss. 
“He made it his business to crusade 
for safer crossings and talked to 
the district superintendent of the 
S. P. every time he was in town. 
Through Max’s efforts, the South- 
ern Pacific was persuaded to fur- 
nish materials for leveling ap- 
proaches to the Glenwood avenue 
grade crossing. Mielke directed the 
work and now the crossing is not 
so dangerous. 

“In spite of all that, he was hit 
there himself. He was a careful 
driver. I’ve driven with him my- 
self and I know he was. He was 
returning from an inspection and 
probably was preoccupied with city 
business. No doubt he had some- 
thing on his mind. 

“As long as people do that, we 
must protect them.” 

City Clerk Margaret Becker com- 
mented: “If gates had been there 
it wouldn’t have happened.” 

Barker went on to point out that 
every day pupils of Central School 
cross the tracks at Glenwood ave- 
nue and twice a day Stanford stud- 
ents use Ravenswood avenue, es- 
pecially at hours when there are 
many trains on the tracks. 

A resident who lives in the Felton 
Gables area, John G. Walling, 128 
Encinal avenue, sent the council a 
copy of a letter he wrote to J. J. 
Jordan;. Southern Pacific district 
superintendent, the day following 
Mielke’s accident. He said, in part: 

“Please refer to my letter to you 
dated October 12, 1945 and to your 
reply thereto of October 19, 1945, 
relative to the hazardous situation 
prevailing at the intersection of 
Glenwood avenue and your main 
line... 

“In your aforesaid letter, you state 
that you ‘will have the situation in- 
vestigated in an effort to see what 
can be done toward the improve- 
ment suggested’. . . 

“It does not appear that you have 
taken adequate steps to improve the 
situation.” 

The council passed a resolution 
stating their appreciation for Miel- 
ke’s loyal services and great contri- 
bution to the welfare of the com-

Max Mielke’s Death 


A letter demanding safety gates at all three Menlo 
‘Park railroad crossings not now so protected, was sent 
this week to A. T. Mercier, president of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company. 

The lettcr was signed by Councilman Vernon Barker, 
commissioner of streets, and was endorsed by Mel Hom- 
feld, superintendent of the Menlo Park School District; 
Dwight Adams, manager of Stanford Village; J. J. Jor- 
dan, division superintendent of the Southern Pacific Co.; 
J. W. Corbett, general manager of the Southern Pacific 
Co., and the Menlo Park Recorder. 

The letter follows: 


DEAR SIR: 


Several times in the past year the attention of your com- 
pany was directed to the hazardous conditions existing at the 
intersections of your tracks and several of the streets within 
the city limits of Menlo Park. 

On Tuesday morning, September 23, our City Street Sup- 
erintendent and Building Inspector, Mr. Max Mielke, was 
killed when his car was struck by a train at the Glenwood Ave- 
nue crossinfg. 

The citizens of this community are continually requesting 
that adequate grade crossing protection be provided and are 
again demanding that the City Government insist upon the 
safety measures best suited to eliminate the possibility of 
crossing accidents. 

I have been directed by the City Council to communicate 


with your company and present their demand for action in 
this matter. 


There are three unprotected crossings within the Men- 
lo Park city limits. At Encinal Avenue there are wig- 
wag signals equipped with two train warnings. At Glen- 
wood Avenue there is an old type wigwag signal which, 
because of the rising grade on each approach to the 
crossing, is not readily visible, particularly at night. Rav- 
enswood Avenue crossing is equipped with wigwag sig- 
nals with two train warnings. 

It is quite evident that crossing warning devices of these 
types are not sufficient to prevent fatal accidents, especially 
on double tracks with trains moving in opposite directions at 
frequent intervals. 

This is a rapidly growing community and the pedestrian 
and motor traffic over these crossings is increasing daily, and 
since this is a commuter residence area, the traffic over the 
crossings is particularly heavy during those hours when your 
train traffic is at its peak. 

Glenwood Avenue crossing is the only practical route by 
which many Grammar School children can reach their schools, 
either afoot or in automobiles. Ravenswood Avenue cross- 
ing carries all the traffic of over 2,000 students moving from 
Stanford Village to the University and return. Schools are 
once more in session, with enrollments larger than ever be- 
fore. Winter weather with lowered visibility is approaching 
and such heavy traffic passing over these crossings will in- 
evitably result in additional fatal accidents. 

We insist that all three crossings mentioned be equip- 
ped with crossing gates as you have done at Oak Grove 
Avenue, and until this can be accomplished we ask that 
you provide flagmen to protect these crossings, particular- 
ly from 7:00 A.M. to 7:00 P.M. 

An immediate reply, that this matter is receiving your 
consideration, is requested.

Grand Jury--Grand Job. Then What? 


On file in the county clerk’s office at the county court 
house, where it may be read by anyone interested, is a very 
fine comprehensive report of the findings of the 1946-47 
Grand Jury of San Mateo County, California. 

From a panel of 35 men and women the grand jury of 
19 members is appointed, to serve from July to July. A quor- 
um consists of 12 members. For a year these men and wo- 
men have met every Wednesday night to consider and invest- 
igate conditions and situations in San Mateo County. 

Being a member of a grand jury is hard work in a thankless 
job where one is continually under criticism. 

After reading the full report of the last jury one feels re- 
gretful that its responsibilities are limited to recommendation 
—that the grand jury has no legislative authority to pass on 
its findings in the 18 separate fields of its investigations. 


Why Not Register Now? 


Time has a way of slipping by. One of these days there 
will be bond issues up for public approval (we are not saying 
when, or for what, since there are several possibilities), and 
some elections will be taking place in the spring. 

One must be registered a certain period of time in advance 
to vote. Registration takes but a few moments. Why put 
off the !ittle act that will enable you to speak your mind on 
local questions for which we all are responsible? 

Registration for voting on all issues may be made at any 
time in the city clerk’s office at the city hall. 
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largest part in establishing the city’s 
present efficient street maintenance 
department, and his energetic and 
conscientious enforcement of our 
building and zoning laws contribut- 
ed greatly to the sound development 
of the city in the last several years. 


Some three years ago when we 
were looking for a street superin- 
tendent to head up a street rehabili- 
tation program, it was suggested to 
me that one Max Mielke, might be 
interested and would be an excellent 
choice. 

“You boys are doing a fine job,” 
said Max, “and I'll be gald to help 
you out. The city can’t afford to 
pay much, but if I get my expenses 
out of it, that’s all I want.” 

Max became street superintendent 
at a salary of $50 a month. The de- 
partment then consisted of one em- 
ployee, an ancient, dilapidated tuck, 
and a small oiler. Filling up the 
“chuck holes” was about all that the 
department aspired to, but Max 
changed that. Despite the difficult- 
ties of the times Max obtained the 
services of young, vigorous men who 
took pride in the work they were 
doing. He laughed as he related the 
following incident to me. 

One day in the park he saw a man 
sitting on a bench whose hands 
showed the effect of physical toil. 
This appealed to Max, who felt such 
hands were the best possible cre- 
dentials for a street department job. 


“How wouid you like a job?” Max 
asked. 

“Is it steady?” 

“Sure.” 

“Tl take it!” 

Max always figured that the tax- 
payers were entitled to $2 worth of 
results from every dollar spent. Un- 
der his direction the street depart- 
ment performed a prodigious a- 
mount of work on a moderate bud- 
get, including the resurfacing of all 
the streets of Stanford Park, a job 
for which he had previously felt a 
special assessment district would be 
required. He trained the excellent 
three-man personnel of our present 
street department, and despite the 
scarcity of such items in our war- 
time and post-war markets, acquired 
at moderate cost a roller, grader, 
sweeper, tractor and miscellaneous 
eguipment to get the work done ef- 
ficiently and economically. Max 
used to boast that in a few years 
we would have better streets than 
any city in this area. I know the 
street department will not let him 
dewn now.

watch out. First thing we know 
there will be no steaks or chops. 
available for our dinner tables—not. 
even hamburger, maybe. We should 
remember that Mr. Brumley’s 350, 
060 clients can stop butchering their 
steers, hogs and lambs, or put them 
in deep freeze if necessary, until 
the remaining 139,650,000 meat- eat- 
ing citizens of America see the 
light. 

That ought to provide a nice talk- 
ing point for Messrs. Gromyko and 
Vishinsky—if they haven’t got plen- 
ty already. 

And, possibly, we’d better speak 
in whispers after this, when we dis- 
cuss such delicate and controvers- 
ial questions as the getting of suf- 
ficient nourishment for daily needs.

Population 


Set At 3,172 By Washington 


Atherton’s official population is 
3,172, 325 lower than the prelimin- 
ary estimate submitted by Miss Ina 
J. Sandness after she conducted a 
special Federal census in Septem- 
ber. 

The lower figure was due to the 
elimination of boarders at Menlo 
Junior College and Sacred Heart 
Convent. Census enumerators count- 
ed them because they live within 
the limits of Atherton nine months 
out of the year, but Washington of- 
ficials pointed out that regulations 
require that they be counted in the 
population of their home cities. 

The official population figure was 
announced in a letter received by 
City Clerk Howard Boren from J. C.
